Stakeholder Feedback
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Stakeholders are supportive of changes 
that simplify systems through 
standardization and centralization.

The Department must still consider ways to 
promote equity and account for variation by 
population- and community-based needs. This 
includes considering what is already working well 
for specific regions or people.
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Stakeholders hope the ACC will be 
aligned with the BHA.

• Stakeholders expressed concern about building two 
entirely separate systems and emphasized that 
alignment through procedures and geography was 
important.

• However, the Department recognizes that physical 
health needs for the Medicaid population may not 
perfectly align with behavioral health needs.
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Current Proposals and 
Analysis



• Ensure populations are large enough to effectively 

manage risk

➢ Include at least 2 population centers

• Support and promote existing member utilization patterns 

and existing care infrastructure

➢Minimize disruption to providers and Medicaid members

• Support value of community-based care
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Guiding Principles



Factors Considered

• Geography/number of counties

• Population demographics

• Behavioral health needs

• Continuum of behavioral health services

• Medicaid utilization patterns

➢ Utilization in member's home county vs adjacent counties

• Provider networks

• Stakeholder feedback
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Where do Elbert County Health First 
Colorado members access care?

Primary Care:

• 45% access in Douglas

• 16% in Arapahoe

• 16% in El Paso

• 13% in Adams

• 10% in Denver
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Behavioral Health:

• 31% access in Arapahoe

• 29% in Logan

• 16% in Denver

• 13% in El Paso

• 11% in Adams
